Ry the commence- 
meat of the next spring seavon, the canal, from North- 
umberland to the coal rezion, in the Wyoming valley, a 
distance of 50 miles; and the canal on the West Branch, 
a distance of 25 miles, will be campleted. All will de- 
pend, however, on the success of oDiaining the loan pow 
advertised for. 

Apoiher ground of want of confidence is the insuffie:- 
ency of the legislative provisions lor the payment of in- 
terest, and the redemption of principal. A brief outline 
of the legislative enactments on these points, it is hoped, 
will remove this ground of want of confidence. The uu- 
thor of this article, who is familiar with all the legisile- 
tion ia relation to the canal« of the state, can bear his 
testimony to the fact, that whatever de ficiency exists in 
the acts of the legislature in providiag secunty tor the 
public loans, has arisen more froma want of kuowledge 
as to the manner and form of the provision, than from a 
want of disposition to give the most ample securi'y. 

Atthe same session, viz: 1825—6, the first caval bill 
| was enacted ĩato a law; then also passed the act entitled, 
an act establishing an internal improvement fund.”— 
By the Ist section, the state treasurer, auidtor general, 
and secretiry of the commonwealih, are made the com- 
missioners of this fund. Section $3 provides, “that the 
state treasurer shall pay to the -aid commissioners dur- 
ing the current year, out of the receipts of duties on 
auctions, such sum as shail be necessary to pay the in- 
terest on such loans as are, or shall be, made during the 
same, for the construction of the Pennsylvania canal; 
and daring each year, from and after the Ist of Decem- 
ber next, the sum of $30,000 shall be puid as aforesaid, 
oat of the receipts aforesaid—the dividend which may 
acerue to the state from road, canal, and bridge stock, 
belonging to and owned by it, and the tolls tlat may 
be taken om any part of the state canal, and on the 
whole thereof when it shall be complet. d, together with 
the vet proceeds of all escheats. Ali such sums shail be 
vested in said commissioners for the purpose of paying the 
interest, and purchasing or reimbursing the principal of 
any, and all leans which may be made for detraying the 
expenses of the Pennsylvania canal, and the charges 
incident to the management of said fund—and they ure 
all and singularly hereby pledged for that purpose. 

And by the act passed at the same session, the whole 
reccipts from the collateral inheritance tax is vested in 
the commissioners of the internal improvement fuad, “in 
aid of the ordinary operations of said fund.” 
By report made to the Legislature at its last session 
by the commissioners cf the internal improvement fund, 
they say, “that shou'd a loan of $2,000,000 be negotiated 
this year, the amount of interest payable up to the Ist of 
February, 1830, would be about $240,000, that the 
means fo. the payment of that interest arising from the 
fund already pledged will amount to about §200,000, 
leaving a balance to be provided for of $40,000. 

To meet this deficiency, by the act authorising the 
present loan, it is provided “ that the state treasurer shall 
pay to the commissioners of the interval improvement 
fuad any sum of money from the treasury, not otherwise 
appropriated, to be applied to the payment of loans here- 
tofore made, or hereafter to be made to the Common- 
wealth.” 

Now the balance in the State Treasury, as appears 
from the report of the Auditor General, on the Ist De- 
cember last, was $189,815 46 cents, and it is estimated 
by him that the state of the ueasury om the Ist De- 
cember, 1829, will exbibit a balance of $145,615 46 
cents, after meeting all the demands of the current fis- 
cal year. 

In short, nolwithstanding the immense expenditure 
for the last four years in the construction of the various 
public works, the revenucs of the Commonw ealth, aris- 
ing from Ordinary sources, have been more than sulfi- 
cient to pay all expesnes of government, local appropria- 
tious and interest on the public loans. Certain portions 
of that revenue are specifically pledged on the interest, 
and the deficieney is directed by law to be made up from 
the State ‘Treasury. 

During the present year, anew source of revenue is (a 
be opene!, in the partial operation of a portion of the 
canals, and by the next year more than 30u miles will be 
in active Operalion. After the successful experiment of 
the State of New York, ic must be now admitted, that 
the tolls of a Canal under a favourable location, form the 
best security for the payment of interest and the redemp- 
tion of the principal. 
‘The tolls that may be taken on any part of the Stete 
Canal, and onthe whole thereof when it shall be com- 
pleted, are alland singularly pledged for the payment 
of interest and redemption of the principal. 

In addition to all these securitics, the faith of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsyivania is pledged. And it may 
be triam * asked whether that faith has ever been 
violated? The legislation of the state has ne doubt been 
and will continue to be influenced by party feelings—bad 
laws, the result of ignorance and prejudice, have been 
passed and will continne to be psssed—from these and 
other causes, injustice has been done, and will continue 
to be dope to the character of individuals. But in no one 
instance has the plighted faith of the Commonwea!th 
ever been violated,

If the New York Canal, constructed at 
an average cost of $25,000 per mile, with no other 
freight than agricultural products and merchandize, now 
yields tolls, not only sufficient to pay the interest on its 
canal loans, a fo part of which was borrowed at 
an interest of 7. cent., but also annaally a surplus 
fund to be applied to the extinguishment of the loans — 
who can doubt less flattering results from the operations 
of the Peansyivania Canal, made at an average cost 
of 815,000 per mile, with exhaustkss mineral wealth, 
and in addition, a greater amount of agricultural pro- 
ducts ?

FROM KEY WEST.—The revenue cutter 
Marion, Jackson, arrived yesterday in three days 
from Key West. An affair occurred at that place 
on 26th ult. between William M’Crea, Esq. 
District Attorney, and Capt. C. E. Hawkins, 
formerly of the Mexican brig Hermione, in 
which the former was killed. The following are 
the particulars of this melancholy catastrophe, ‘ 
which we have been favored with. 

It appears that these gentlemen had long 
been at variance, arising from an illicit inter- 
course between M‘Crea and the wife of Capt. 
Hawkins. Previousto a discovery of this, Capt. 
Hawkins had employed Mr. M‘Crea as counsel 
in some very important law cases then and still |’ 
pending in the courts at Key West. After Capt. 
H. discovered M‘Crea’s intimacy with his wife, 
a duel ensued, which resulted (afier the ex- 
change of four shots) in. M‘Crea’s teceivingia ball 
in his right thi_h. Capt. H. then left Key West 
for Mexico, and had been absent four months, 
when on his return he learnt that his wife had 
been sent to her family by the friends of Capt. 
Hawkins, on account of the renewal of her 
intercourse with M‘Crea, and that Mr. M‘Crea 
had stated publicly this improper conduct to Mrs. 
H. M‘Crea, had further aggravated Hawkins, by 
receiving a fee and appearing as counsel far the 
opponents of Hawkins, in the appending law- 
suits, after having been feed by Hawkins, and }' 
— possession of all the facts necessary in behalf 
of H. 

The incensed Hawkins in an unfortunate mo- 
ment, loaded a double-barrel gun with buck 
shot, and as M‘Crea passed the window where 
Hawkins was, he fired both barrels, M‘Rea 
fell and expired a few hours after. Hawk- 
ins immediately surrendered himself to the 
civil authority. In consequence of the great ex- 
citement prevailing at Key West, the Marshal

chairs on each side of the throne, ; 
Happily for us simp!e republicans, a throne, that 


gorgeous seat for which men have been known 


to sacrifice their all, temporal and eternal—is a 
thing which needs to be described, having never 
been seen, and may it never be seen, within our 
borders. That of Brazil, is a richly carved 


and the whole covered with gilding: the point 


‘of the high back is surmounted by a gilt crown, 


and its cushions are of white satin, embroidered 
with gold.’ The ascent to the square platform 
of green silk velvet on which it stands, is by 
three steps, covered with the same material. 
The whole is beneath a green canopy of green 
velvet, with a crown, &c. in gold im front, at- 
tached to the cornice above, from which heavy 
hangings of velvet and gold, lined with damask 
of white, figured with the same rich material, 
descend to the platform and floor of the cham- 
ber. 
All things being now in readiness for his im- 
perial majesty, we must announce his approach 
by a flourish of trumpets, the rumbling of cha- 
riot wheels, and clattering of hoofs, while a no- 
ble band strike up at the entrance of the house. 
The Senators and Deputies left their seats, for 
anti-rooms, while the Emperor was in his private 
apartment. Precisely at I o’clock, Don Pedro, 
receded by a couple of officers of state, and fol- 
owed by his ministers and the members, enter- 
ed the farther end of the hall. He is tall and 
large, and finely formed, and his whole air and 
appearance majestic. He did not appear to be 
in a very pleasant mood, and his look and step 
were haughty. He wore e crown, and used the 
sceptre as a staff, having a splendid sword also 
at his side. ‘The robe is of green velvet, mag- 
nificently embroidered with gold, and lined with 
white satin ; the train was supported by a Cour- 
lier, who, as he ascended the throne, threw it 
gracefully over the steps. . The cape, instead of 
ermine, is the beautiful yellow feathers of the 
towcan, a Brazilian bird, and a part of the cos- 
tume of the ancient Caciques of the country. 
As the Emperor approached the throne he 
stopped for a moment to bow to the embassa~ 
dors which gave me the expression of his full) 
face. But for the ill hamour of the moment, I 
should have called him good looking: his fea- 
tures are regular, hie eye large, t, and 
black or dark hasle, and his mouth and chin en- 
veleped-in mustachios. and whiskers. Imme-
